Supreme Court Hands Down De­ 


cision in a Well Known Crow 


Wing County Case 


VICTORY FOR THE RESPONDENTS 


In the Case of Melvin B. 
Bryant 


et al Respondents vs Nelson- 


Frey Company et a1 


An important rase was decided yes­ 
terday by the supremo court which will 
bo of groat interest in this county. 
It is 
in tho case of Melvin Ii. Bryant, W, II. 
Andrews, John M. Landry et a1 vs Nel­ 
son Prey company et a1. The case in­ 
volves the title of a valuable piece of 
land situated near Emily. 
Aside from 
the fact th at the decision is of general 
interest it involves the tax judgm ent 
rendered in the year 1875, which there­ 
fore involves the payment of taxes on 
the property in question for 27 years. 
This was an action to determine ad­ 
verse claims. 
The plaintitTs and re­ 
spondents alleged that they held the 
record title to certain vacant land. 
D e­ 
fendant and appellant claimed that it 
owned the la n d |th rough a tax deed, a t­ 
tached as an exhibit to its answer: that 
plaintiffs were estopped to assert owner­ 
ship; and th a t in case ownership wero 
found in plaintiffs a decree to that ef­ 
fect should be conditioned on precedent 
payment by plaintiffs of taxes paid by 
defendant, with interst. The 
court, 
hearing the case without a jury, ex­ 
pressly found, upon a stipulated state­ 
ment of facts, thatjjplaintiff had record 
title to the land; that “no state assign­ 
ment or certificate or other tax certifi­ 
cate or deed was ever issued or made or 
delivered to any ono on account of such 
taxes or payment thereof”; and that de­ 
fendant and its grantors had for many 
years paid taxes upon the land: which 
with interest amounted to$313.50, under 
the belief th a t the property was their 
own. Judgm ent was orderd and enter­ 
ed for plaintiff and refusing defendant 
all relief. 
Defendant moved the court 
to change the conclusions of law inter 
alia so as to provide for payment by 
plaintiff of taxes and interest as afore­ 
said, as a condition precedent to relief. 
The court denied that motion. 
Defend­ 
ant appealed from the'judgm ent. 
The only question before this court 
for determination on tho merits accord­ 
ingly, is w hether the trial court proper 
ly deduced its conclusions of law from 
the facts found. These facts show pay­ 
ments for many years of taxes on vacant 
land by a stranger to the title, under a 
mistaken belief that he had title, al­ 
though no deed or certificate of any 
kind had been delivered to him. 
The following is][the syllabus of th 
case: 
This court will not revise findings of 
fact made by a trial court, to correct 
which no motion was made therein, 
where there is no bill of exceptions or 
settled case nor a return purporting to 
contain all the proceediegs and evi 
dence. 
Nor will it consider whether such 
finding of fact is sustained by the evi­ 
dence unless specifically assigned as 
error. 
The only question presented by such 
a record is whether or not the findings 
of fact sustain the conclusions of law-. 
Voluntary payment for a number of 
years of taxes on the vacant land of 
another, by a stranger to the title, un­ 
der the mistaken belief th a t he had a 
tax deed to the land, creates no obliga­ 
tion on the part of the owner of tho 
land to repay. 
Nor can the prepay­ 
ment of such taxes be made a condition 
precedent to a decree of title in the 
record owner based on unassailed find­ 
ings of fact that no tax deed or certifi­ 
cate had ever been issued to the person 
so paying taxes. 
Judgm ent affirmed. 
Alderman & Mantor of this city ap 
peared for the respondents.

IMPORTANT CASE 
WAS DECIDED 


Supreme Court Hands Down De­ 


cision in a Well Known Crow 


Wing County Case 


VICTORY FOR THE RESPONDENTS 


In the Case of Melvin B. Bryant 


et al Respondents vs Nelson- 


Frey Company et al 
An important case was decided yes­ 
terday by the supreme court which will 
be of groat interest in this county. It is 
in the case of Melvin 11. Bryant, \V. II. 
Andrews, John M. Landry et al vs Nel­ 
son Prey company et al. The case in­ 
volves the title of a valuable piece of 
land situated near Emily. Aside from 
the fact that the decision is of general 
interest it involves the tax judgment 
rendered in the year 1875, which there­ 
fore involves the payment of taxes on 
the property in question for 27 years. 
This was an action to determine ad­ 
verse claims. The plaintiffs and re­ 
spondents alleged that they held the 
record title to certain vacant land. De 
fendant and appellant claimed that it 
owned the land|through a tax deed, at­ 
tached as an exhibit to its answer: that 
plaintiffs w-ere estopped to assert owner­ 
ship; and that in case ownership were 
found in plaintiffs a decree to that ef­ 
fect should be conditioned on precedent 
payment by plaintiffs of taxes paid by 
defendant, with interst. The court, 
hearing the case without a jury, ex­ 
pressly found, upon a stipulated state­ 
ment of facts, that'plaintiff had record 
title to the land; that “no state assign­ 
ment or certificate or other tax certifi­ 
cate or deed was ever issued or made or 
delivered to any one on account of such 
taxes or payment thereof ; and that de­ 
fendant and its grantors had for many 
years paid taxes upon the land: which 
with interest amounted to 8313.50, under 
the belief that the property was their 
own. Judgment was orderd and enter­ 
ed for plaintiff and refusing defendant 
all relief. Defendant moved the court 
to change the conclusions of law inter 
alia so as to provide for payment by- 
plaintiff of taxes and interest as afore­ 
said, as a condition precedent to relief. 
The court denied that motion. Defend­ 
ant appealed from the'judgment. 
The only question before this court 
for determination on the merits accord­ 
ingly, is whether the trial court proper 
ly deduced its conclusions of law- from 
the facts found. These facts show pave­ 
ments for many years of taxes on vacant 
land by a stranger to the title, under a 
mistaken belief that he had title, al­ 
though no deed or certiticate of any 
kind had been delivered to him. 
The following is'the syllabus of the 
case: 
This court will not revise findings of 
fact made by a trial court, to correct 
which no motion was made therein, 
where there is no bill of exceptions or 
settled case nor a return purporting to 
contain all the proceediegs and evi­ 
dence. 
Nor will it consider whether such 
finding of fact is sustained by the evi­ 
dence unless specifically assigned as 
error. 
The only question presented by such 
a record is whether or not the findings 
of fact sustain the conclusions of law. 
Voluntary payment for a number of 
years of taxes on the vacant land of 
another, by a stranger to the title, un­ 
der the mistaken belief that he had a 
tax deed to the land, creates no obliga­ 
tion on the part of the owner of the 
land to repay. Nor can the prepay­ 
ment of such taxes be made a condition 
precedent to a decree of title in the 
record owner based on unassailed find­ 
ings of fact that no tax deed or certifi­ 
cate had ever been issued to the person 
so paying taxes. 
Judgment affirmed. 
Alderman & Mantor of this city ap 
peared for the respondents.

“Our house is haunted.” 
Some of the strangest visitations on

St. Petersburg, March 4.—In tho Al- 
©xandra palace at Tsarskoe Solo, sur- 
icjnded by the members of his family 
and a few rn fin ber* of tjie court and 
the 
empress 
at. his 
SHK, 
Emperor 
Nicholas during the afternoon affixed 
his signature to a rescript containing 
his majesty's 
decree to give 
elected 
representatives of the people an op­ 
portunity to express their views in the 
preparation of the laws of the empire. 
This 
is the 
autocracy’s 
final re­ 
sponse to the agitation 
in favor of 
participation by the people in govern­ 
ment which has brought Russia in the 
last few months almost to the brink 
of revolution. 
Its import must not be 
misunderstood. 
For tho present at 
least, 
it involves no 
change in 
the 
regime 
of autocracy 
and it 
means 
neither a constitution nor a legislative 
assembly. 
At the same time it rep­ 
resents the principle of the people’s 
right to ire heard on the laws under 
which they must live. 
The document marks 
an epoch in 
Russian history as important, if not 
more important, than the signing of 
(he emancipation manifesto, the tw en­ 
ty-fourth anniversary of which if was 
intended to signalize. 
The signing of 
the document came at the end of a 
dramatic scene, the climax of which 
was an impassioned 
speech by Km- 
peror Nicholas 
to his 
ministers, in 
whir h he declared he sought only the 
welfare of his subjects. 


Czar Willing to Shed His Blood. 
“I am willing,” the emperor said, ‘‘to 
shed my blood for the good of my peo­ 
ple.” 
From the lips of a high personage 
who was present 
when the rescript 
was signed the- 
Associated Press is 
able to give tile following authoritative 
state tm-ut: 
' The action of the emperor is not a 
stop toward but the actual grant to 
the people of the means whereby their 
duly elected representatives can place 
before isis majesty their views upon 
every 
important measure 
affecting 
them and recommended by the coun­ 
cil of the empire. 
The rescript con­ 
tains a distinct promise of something 
more in the future, 
its small begin­ 
ning will n >t involve tin* surrender of 
the principle of autocracy now, what 
it will evolve in the future only the fu­ 
ture will determine. 
We do not ex­ 
pect that it will meet the wishes of 
radicals and extremists cit any class, 
nothing would satisfy 
them, but the 
complete 
overthrow of the 
existing 
regime. 
We clo hope, however, that 
atter mature deliberation it will meet 
with the approval 
of moderate men 
’Aho are sincere well wishers ol the 
country.”

St. Petprsburg, March 4.—In the* Al- 
tffxandra palace at Tsarskoe Solo, sur- 
icAtidf.1 by the members of his family 
and a few *rembers of tji© court and

Emperor 
Nicholas during the afternoon affixed 
his sip nature to a rescript containing 
his majesty’s 
decree to give 
elected 
representatives of the people an op­ 
portunity to express their views in the 
preparation of the laws of the empire. 
This 
is the 
autocracy's 
final re­ 
sponse to the agitation 
in favor of 
participation by the people in govern­ 
ment which has brought Russia in the 
last few months almost to the brink 
of revolution. 
Its import must not be 
misunderstood. 
For the present at 
least, 
it involves no 
change in 
the 
regime 
of autocracy 
and it 
means 
neither a constitution nor a legislative 
assembly. 
At the same time it rep­ 
resents the principle of the people’s 
right to be heard on the laws under 
which they must live. 
The document marks 
an epoch in 
Russian history as Important, if not 
more important, than the signing of 
(he emancipation manifesto, the twen­ 
ty-fourth anniversary of which it was 
intended to signalize. 
The signing of 
the document came at the end of a 
dramatic scene, the climax of which 
was an impassioned 
speech by Km- 
peror Nicholas 
to his 
ministers, in 
which he declared he sought only the 
welfare of his subjects. 


Czar W illing to Shed His Blood. 
“I am willing,” the emperor said, “to 
shed my blood for the good of my peo­ 
ple.” 
From ihe lips of a high personage 
who was present 
when the rescript 
was signed the 
Associated Press is 
able to give the following authoritative 
statemc nt: 
’ The action of the emperor is not a 
step toward but the actual grant to 
the people of the means whereby their 
duly elected representatives can place 
b< fore his majesty their views upon 
every 
important measure 
affecting 
them and recommended by the coun­ 
cil of the empire. 
The rescript con­ 
tains a distinct promise of something 
more in the future. 
Its small begin­ 
ning will n >t involve the surrender of 
the principle of autocracy now, what 
it will evolve in the future only the fu­ 
ture will determine. 
We do not ex­ 
pert that it will moot the wishes of 
radicals and extremists ol any (Hass, 
nothing would satisfy 
them, but the 
complete 
overthrow of the 
existing 
regime. 
Wo do hope, hbwover, that 
after mature deliberation it will meet 
with the* approval 
of moderate men 
j who are sincere well wishers of the 
count ry.

Provides for Juvenile Courts. 
Juvenile courts are provided for in 
a bill offered in the 
house by H. B. 
Chamberlin of Minneapolis. 
Under its terms the district court is 
made the tribunal to try all cases in 
which neglected and 
deliquent chil­ 
dren are involved, 
and the 
court is 
clothed with authority to vest the con­ 
trol and care of any child under con­ 
sideration 
in any reputable 
citizen, 
who shall be designated as a probation 
officer. 
Workers for candidates at polling 
places are forbidden to approach near­ 
er than 300 feet, in a bill offered by W. 
P. Roberts of Hennepin county. 
This 
Is to prevent the 
soliciting of votes 
from persons entering the booths. 
Mr. Roberts also introduced a bill 
which practically puts the bill posting 
concerns out of business. 
It absolute­ 
ly prohibits the posting of any sign or 
advertisement unless it calls attention 
to business on the premises where the 
same is posted. 
Marcus 
l^auritsen would 
have all 
adulterated and deleterious food prod­ 
ucts passed upon by 
the state dairy 
and food commission and the results 
given publicity. 
In a bill offered Fri­ 
day ho provides for a publication of a 
list of the same in some paper of gen­ 
eral circulation. 
N. F. Hugo introduced a bill allow­ 
ing the Issuance of state mineral leases 
on ground covered by meandered lakes 
and waters. 
The salary of the adjutant general is 
increased to $3,500, and that of his as­ 
sistant to $1,800, in a bill offered by 
the committee on military affairs.

As Outlined in a Bill Proposed by Sen­ 
ator Cook. 
Senator Cook proposed a bill in the 
senate Friday which provides for a 
state highway 
commission of 
three 
members, to be selected by the gov­ 
ernor after Jan. 1, 1904. 
The members will serve for one, two 
and three years, respectively, one to 
be 
chosen 
each year, 
one will 
be 
chosen from the* First, Second, Third 
or Fourth congressional districts; one 
from the Fifth, Sixth or Seventh dis­ 
trict, 
and 
one from 
the Eighth 
or 
Ninth district. 
The commission, it is provided, shall 
appoint a secretary, to be known as 
“State Engineer,” at a salary of $3,000 
per annum, and a stenographer at $000 
per annum. 
Six thousand dollars is to be appro­ 
priated for 1906, and the same amount 
each year thereafter. 
The commission 
shall report to the governor Dec. 15, 
giving the number of miles improved 
during the year. 
Senator Coller introduced a bill to 
regulate “hurried” marriages 
of di­ 
vorced persons. 
The liill is drafted on the lines of the 
California 
code 
and provides 
that 
where a divorce is granted, the court 
enters an interlocutory order against 
which appeals can be made within six 
months. 
if no appeal is taken, the court will 
direct final judgment at the expiration 
of one year. 
By 
a vote of 34 
to 24 the 
senate 
passed Senator 
Laybourn's bill dis­ 
pensing with grand juries, unless they 
are convened by special call of a Judge 
of ihe district court, by order of the 
majority of the county board or by a 
petition signed by 100 electors of the 
county.
